Plans were well under way for the first Southern California AMA professional 


motocross to supply funds for an American expedition to Europe’s racing mills, Plans 


were to be shelved this week when AMA Competition Director Tom Clark decided 
not to issue a sanction for the Ascot cross-country race, AMA motocross rules 


specify a ‘‘natural’’ course, 

«Ascot's course includes enough na- 
tural’ terrain to qualify as a motoc- 
Toss ,’’ says local referee Ray (‘‘Chub’’) 
Kellam (see diagram), But Mr, Clark 
could not believe it, 

Communications between AMA Head- 
quarters in Ohio and sponsors of the 
event in Los Angeles went awry, pre- 
promotion time ran out and so the event 
would have been cancelled, 

Readers who applied for AMA profes- 
sional licenses solely to ride the event, 
should apply for a refund immediately, 
A local CMC-sanctioned motocross 
scheduled on the date, August 31, also 
will be held at Saddleback Park (see 
Calendar of Events).

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Recently the motorcycle manufacturers in foreign lands have set out to woo the 
big, ‘Big’? motorcycle market here, You’ve probably read all about the big bait they’re 
extending in the other motorcycle publications, But where they’ve tested them one by 
one, we first mastered the Mammoth, then tookon the other four all at once and com- 
pared them, matched them and here, finally, we present our findings, 

First, taken as a group, these new ‘‘monster bikes’’ are the most exciting news 
since the invention of fire. There's enough difference among them that everyone 
should find a high caliber machine to suit his individual taste and fun budget. Two 
more bigguns that should be included are the Moto-Guzzi V750ce and the 750cc Norton 
Commando and SS. These were tested by us and the Los Angeles Police Dept, and 
reported in earlier issues, 

Most of the monsters are capable of far more performance than current traffic 
management permits, All but the Mammoth feel as much at home in a road race as 
they would on the Vegas (no speed limit) highway, where we ran them flat out as part 
of our test, What this portends for the future is years of design stability, hopefully 
higher speed limits on the open road, and a whole deluxe stable of motorcycles to 
choose from, all with continent-crossing capability. 

They all cry outfor fairings, lowbarsand a racing crouch (perhaps double handle- 
bars will evolve, A la Daytona Beach circa 1957) yet most can be ridden happily 
around town as well, 

To sort out our impressions, we have deviseda chart rating system, with the eight 
critical categories of evaluation graded onan octave scale, Most of the machines have 
features ranking in the ‘‘Great’’ category, meaning that they are worthwhile owning 
if only for that feature alone. The ones that plunge to bad or awful on the scale don’t 
mean that that particular feature isn’t worth adjusting to for the sake of the endearing 
features, 

The wise, or average buyer will look for a bike with a perfect score of 8 greats. 
But he’ll not find such a machine, because some of the features oppose each other. 
A machine that’s otherwise great probably couldn’t sell for what we’d call a great 
price, for example, 


HOW THEY COMPARE 


Saturday, July 26 and August 2nd found the Cycle News Road Test staff at Lions 
Drag Strip, testing the monsters against the clock, We only ran the Honda, Triumph, 
Kawasaki and BSA because the Mammoth was unavailable, 

With a 175 lb. rider aboard, the Kawasaki accelerated 91.37 mph through the 
1/4-mile in 14.57 seconds. Our 200 Ib, Chief Tester smoked off the line to a better 
E.T. of 14,54 seconds, It should be noted that a shift to 3rd was briefly missed in this 
run, A third and perfect ride gave nearly identical times and we noted that the engine 
was warming up, which for 2-strokes generally means a slight loss of power. The 
Kawasaki had 8,000 miles on it at the time. 

Next to go was the BSA Rocket, 200 Ib. rider and 650 miles on the odometer. 
This particular machine had been ruthlessly flogged by several other publications’ 
road testers before we got it, yet it cranked off a 94.73 mile an hour run in 14,71 
seconds, ? 

The Honda 750-4 was the surprise of the day. None of us dreamed what perfor- 
mance lurked beneath its polite manners. First crack, the Honda purred to a gentle 
91.74 mph quarter mile in just 14.28 seconds with our 200 pounder, Next, with the 
lighter jockey in the saddle, it whistled to 92.4 and 14,38 seconds. Best speed for the 
big four was 93,75 miles per hour, 

‘We were curious which had the more power, the Triumph Trident or the Honda 4, 
So we took them to our friendly neighborhood dynamometer specialists, and dyno 
tested them. Measured at the countershaft sprocket, the Triumph puts out exactly 
59.5 horsepower, while the Honda we tested (3,500 miles on it) registered 59.4 
horsepower at 6,500 rpm, In fairness let us note that the Honda began detonating on 
two cylinders over 6,500 rpm, so probably its horsepower in a perfect state of tune 
(as the Triumph was) would be somewhat higher, 

Quarter-mile drag tests showed the Triumph strongest of all, with a best run of 
14,01 seconds and a top speed at the end of 96,35 mph,, with the 175 pounder smoking 
the rear tire.

Alphabetically, the BSA’s Rocket 3 
tops the list, and it very nearly tops the 
ratings, too, Vibration, a small annoy- 
ance inherent to reciprocating engine 
power, but a main factor in overall 
satisfaction was very smooth, but not as 
outstanding as the Honda 4 or the Mam- 
moth, 

BSA only rates Very Good in the 
General category. One has to be im- 
pressed by the general attention to detail 
on the others, while the BSA exhibits 
several items that were obviously dic- 
tated by price, rather than design quality, 
The BSA, surprisingly, leaked the least 
oil, except for one unhappy moment when 
the oil cap came ajar, polluting an 
assistant tester’s right leg, Otherwise, 
it passed the ‘‘white pants test,”” 

Record speeds and lengthy road race 
wins should have proved by now the 
BSA’s standard reliability. Owing to 
ridiculously tight security in the BSA- 
Triumph group, Douglas Hele’s triple- 
banger design was sprung on the public 
without much more than a whisper that it 
was on its way. Consequently a lot of 
buyers think that it’s an untested design, 
Actually, the three-in-a-row is the latest 
word in motorcycle engines, Narrower 
than a four, more flexible than a twin, 
it’s the shape of things now and to come 
in motorcycle engines and it shouldn’t 
require any more getting used to than 
vertical twins, 

The Rocket 3 embodies most of BSA’s 
durable styling and heavyweight comfort, 
but improves considerably on the overall 
handling and road-holding of the famous 
twins, Suspension is just a little stiffer, 
it banks far enough in a turn before any- 
thing scrapes, and although the reach 
from the comfortable part of the seat to 
the handlebars is quite a stretch, it’s no 
problem to fit the bars to the rider. 

All of the new breed use excellent 
brakes, which contributed points to both 
the handling and the safety categories, 
BSA’s is the tried andprovedmechanical 
double-leading shoe type, witn a function- 
ing air scoop for cooling, Provision 
should be made, like Kawasaki does, for 
closing the scoop in case of rain, but 
most riders will slow down anyway, and 
the moisture shouldn’t greatly retard 
the braking, 

For the price, both BSA and Triumph 
should include electric starting, This 
omission cost them points in the price 
and general category, and takes a taste 
away from safety, too, In case the engine 
stalls in traffic, an electric starter is a 
good thing to have. Chances of stalling, 
however, are very slim, as the four- 
stroke threes show no signs of hesita- 
tion from idle speed on up to 125 mph, 

We downrated the BSA on looks be- 
cause it seems too bulky for the ‘sake of 
bigness. Some of the vital parts‘(the oil

The Harley-Davidson Motor Company of Milwaukee, recently taken over bya 
vital new company, is apparently on the threshholdof new growth, Young thinking has 
taken over, although no major shakeup in the Harley-Davidson factory personnel was 
needed, The young heirs of William Harley and Walter Davidson were already serving 
their apprenticeship, readying themselves to manufacture new toys for American 
men and boys, 

To their credit, they didn’t smash the old molds, which have been a part of the 
U.S, scene for so long that they are coming back in style, but rather improved a 
great deal on an already good thing. 

“I wonder if people really want a motorcycle that purrs like a kitten,” muses 
young designer Bill Davidson, ““There’s something aboutthe feel of raw, naked power 
makes a machine a motorcycle.’’ We agree, 

Yet Harley-Davidson’s top of the line, 1200cc “74” Electra Glide does purr like 
a feline in relaxed riding. A new timing side design accounts for the smoothest 
running 74 in 35 years, Only wind on that right hand grip and you know that it’s a 
tiger, not a kitten, between your shinbones, 

The heaviestweight rides like a Caddy on rough dirt or smooth pavement and 
never feels like the handful that it is, Its handling compares very favorably with the 
sportier monster bikes features in this issue. Although things scrape and grind 
miserably in too-fast corners, the scraping parts hinge neatly upward to let you get 
away with such nonsense. Its very bulk (636 lbs. dry) inspires confidence. 

Sportsters come in two flavors, the 





sweetest being the XLH, at $1,995 nor- 
mally equipped, The XLH, all leanness 
and meanness, comes stripped for action. 
You can order a modish fiberglas seat 
and fender combination on either of the 
883cc machines, The XLCH is the slight- 
ly fatter model, built for the serious 
tourist. Both of the 1970 Sportsters have 
electric starting. 

The XLH entrusted to us vibrated so 
little that we had to keep reading the 
name on the tank to make sure we were 
riding a Harley, Our CH, however, had 
the shakes and nobody could tell us why. 
Perhaps the extra touring gear (saddle- 
bags, big tank, windshield) somehow 


amplified the slight vibration and made 
it more noticeable, 

Riding a Sportster is unlike experi- 
encing any other motorcycle. The thrill 
of your first ride comes back in all its 
vividness, The slow-turning engine (you 
can almost count the strokes) deceives 
your brain until, glancing at the wildly 
optimistic speedometer, your eyes go 
suddenly round and the next sound you 
hear will be the siren signalling you to 
pull over. 

A Sportster feels clumsy (though it is 
not) at normal speeds, Once racing 
velocity is attained, everything falls into 
place and the machine behaves as you 
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Shifting a Sportster is like slicing good butter, The 65cc Leggero didn’t have many takers at the 
outdoor press ride-in. 


125cc Rapido is still attractive and boasts bigger wheels, detail improvements. Perhaps 5-speed 
Baja gearset can be installed in Rapido. 


1970 Electra Glide adds alternator electrics to the smooth, rumbling package. Prices start at 
under $2,000 but generally seli equipped for about $2,400.

manual return throttle is appreciated

We had the extreme pleasure a couple 
of weeks ago to go to the Harley-Davidson 
press showing of all their new models at

Dave Ekins and Paul Hunt had brought 
along some of the prototypes they*ve been 
racing and we got to ride those plus the 
brand spanking new one they’d just put 
together, and let metell youscramblers, 
there’s going to be some changes made 
in our 100ce classes! Believe me! The 
two racing machines were each set up to 
suit the chaps who’ve been riding them 
in regard to torquiness, shocks etc, and 
it was interesting to feel the difference 
while the newone was box stock, The Baja 
feels more like a ‘‘big’’ bike than any- 
thing I’ve ridden in regard to wheelbase, 
size of the wheels etc. and sitting on the 
seat, little ole shorty here was almost 
tippy-toe compared to how I am on my 
Hodaka, But, as we all know, bigger 
wheels etc, improve the handling, so who 
cares about a bit of tip-toeing? We sin- 
cerely suggest that if you’re considering 
a 100ce for scrambles or anything else, 
at least take time to check that little 
scooter out when shopping around, It’s a 
true little dirt machine, believe me! 

Since this column is for our road test 
issue we’ll comment on another bit of 
equipment now resident in our garage. 
For along time we always regarded mini- 
bikes as a bit Mickey Mouse, nothing to 
ridicule but not for us, Then we started 
watching what some of the biggestnames 
in the business were puttering around on 
at Ascot and other tracks, Hmmm, Maybe 
they’re not so Mickey Mouse after all and 
one would sure save a lot of leg work 
trudging from turn to turn to take pic- 
tures. So we checked out what Mashburn, 
Coppage, Romero et al were riding, the 
Honda Minitrail, and that did it, One 
came home from Long Beach Honda the 
same day, tuned by John Rice, It’s our 
fourth Honda and our sixth set of two 
wheels and we can honestly say we’re 
having more fun with this one than with 
any of the others, It is an absolute blast! 
Many of the monthly publications feel 
that minis are not for adults and we’ve 
kind of gone along these lines too, butfor 
just doing what the Minitrail is builtfor, 
putsing around over short distances, 
we'll say yes, this one is for adults. It 
has much better suspension that most, 
won’t put you on your ear if you tweak 
the throttle by mistake and when in real 
icky stuff you can paddle along with your 
feet, contentedly in control, The only 
thing you have to ‘‘unlearn’’ is that NO, 
those front levers are both brakes and 
one is not a clutch! Ask David Aldana 
about that, he got his just about the same 
time as me and did it, So if your wife 
feels a bit left out of things but doesn't 
want a bigger bike like a 50 or a 100, 
just get her to try a Minitrail, and she’ll 
be on her way. They actually even look 
like a baby motorcycle, 

We caught the dune-buggy-jeep races 
at Ascot last night and boy, if you’ve got 
a spare Tuesday evening, go. Those guys 
are out of sight and probably some of 
them think we’re nuts for riding bikes, 
But it’s a good show and we’d sure like 
to see a bike race run there someday 
leaving in all the bumps they put in the 
course for the buggies, It would really 
liven up Ascot bike racing! 


Hard to get models ready for quick

At the close of business ona Thursday 
in July, we listened to hurried last 
minute instructions from Sales Manager 
Jim Stewart and rode out of Andres’ San 
Diego Harley-Davidson Company on a 
new 1969 full dress 74”. The candy- 
apple blue paintand abundance of chrome, 
feeling the envious glances from shop- 
pers at the parts counter andon the sales 
floor who had no way of knowing that the 
big beautiful machine was only being 
loaned to us and would have to be re- 
turned at 8 o'clock Saturday morning. 

Rolling out of the driveway we were 
spotted by our old friend, Gabe Palmer, 
President of the Terrapins Motorcycle 
Club, who had stopped by to ‘‘shoot the 
breeze” with Jim Stewart, His face 
brightened and he asked if we had pur- 
chased a new bike. When I explained that 
we were going for a 100 mile run on the 
morrow for the purpose of ‘Road Test- 
ing” the Harley, and would like it very 
much if he and his wife Martha would 
accompany us, he agreed with a hand- 
shake, After setting the hour and place 
to meet, we headed the new bike towards 
our home, 


As it bumped the bottom of the frame 
going up our driveway, I suddenly real- 
ized just how low slung this new 74” is, 

Next morning early, letting Gabe and 
Martha take the lead, we started North on 
395. Gliding along at 65 mph, we couldn’t 
help but notice and enjoy the stability of 
the big bike on the highway. When we 
needed some extra ‘‘go’’ for passing, the 
machine surged ahead eagerly at the 
slightest twist of the throttle. We found 
the brakes responsive to the slightest 
touch and the stopping power was sur- 
prisingly good, although we found the 
position of the pedal a bit awkward. With 
our No. 12 boots flat on the floorboard, 
the pedal was about four inches above 
our instep and it was virtually impossi- 
ble to step on the brake in the conven- 
tional manner without dislodging the 
passenger’s foot from its peg. In due 
time we learned that by swinging the 
braking foot outwards about a foot, rais- 
ing the knee and bringing the foot back, it 
could be placed on the brake pedal with- 
out disturbing the passenger. By the 
time our 100 mile ride was completed, 
we were getting used to this new method 
of braking and outside of awakening a 
few seldom used muscles, it caused no 
further annoyance, 


As we arrived in Escondido, there 
were several signal lights which called 
for down-shifting and coming to a full 
stop once in a while. It was here that we 
became aware of the great distance of 
the shift lever from the floor board, 
Instead of the instep movement that we 
were accustomed to, the entire leg work- 
ed to change gears, We understand that 
there is an accessory lever available for 
the machine which would probably cure 
this complaint, The electric starter is a 
great convenience. 

Beyond Escondido a few miles we took 
a left turn towards the coast on the old, 
seldom travelled Gopher Canyon Road, 
Leaving 395 the road climbs a fairly 
steep grade. We went through the gears 
and were happily rewarded when the big 
twin purred up the hill in 4th gear as 
easily as if it had been level, Swinging 
the brute from side to side to curve 
through the rolling hills was a thrill that 
only the rider of a 74” can fully appre- 
ciate. No other machine has such a big 
throbbing engine between your legs tele- 
graphing every stroke of raw power to 
your body. The wind and the early morn- 
ing mist on your face give you a sensa-

tion of power and freedom that can be 
achieved no other way. 

It was here on the open road that the 
powerful twin was at its best, The puls- 
ing beat of the engine, the throaty roar of 
the exhausts and the singing of the tires 
all blend together giving the Harley 74 
rider the feeling of the ultimate in a 
road riding machine.

Too soon we were at our destination — 
the beautiful old San Luis Rey Mission, 
It was still early and the church was just 
emptying of morning worshippers as we 
vroomed into the big parking area. We 
paused for pictures, then to get all four 
of us in a photo at once, we put the 
camera on a high brick curb and used 
the self-timer which delays the shutter 
for 10 seconds, giving the photographer 
a chance to get into the picture, In our 
case we wanted everyone mounted, I 
cannot climb aboard if my wife is al- 
ready seated so she had to stand behind 
while I sprinted back to the bike, swung 
my leg over the saddle and got settled, 
then she had to climb on the backand try 
to look like she’d been there all the 
time. We made it, but much to the 
amusement of our road companions and 
a few other interested observers who 
didn’t bother to cover their laughter.

The girls explored the ruins of the 
sunken gardens and the lavanderias 
while Gabe and I carefully examined the 
big Harley. Gabe opined that it was the 
Cadillac of motorcycles and that owning 
a Caddy is the dream of all autoists, 
therefore owning a full dress Harley- 
Davidson 74’’ is the ultimate goal of all 
road riding cyclists. I pointed out that 
many people owned Cadillacs, while only 
a select few (by comparison) owned full 
dress Harleys, ‘‘Yeah’’ he replied, face 
beaming, ‘‘and I’m going to be one of 
those select few some of these days,” 

We made a visit to the Mission Gift 
Shop where the women bought a lot of 
junk to put into the capacious saddle bags 
and we had a pleasant conversation with 
the young Franciscan brother who was 
tending the store, We learned that the 
Mission was the 18th in the California 
chain and filled a void between San Diego 
and San Juan Capistrano, It was founded 
in June of 1789 by Father Fermin Lasuen 
and named for Louis IX, King of France 
(1215-70) who was canonized in 1290 
because of his Crusades into Egypt and 
the Holy Land, The first adobe church 
was built in 1802, but the present church 
was dedicated in 1815, In its greatest 
days the church had an Indian population 
of more than 3,000 and was known as 
“King of the Missions”, 

We left the beautiful old place until 
another day, returning by Interstate 5 
which we reached by going west into 
Oceanside. As we neared the end of our 
planned 100 mile test ride, (actually 
95.3) we noticed more and more that the 
wide tank was forcing our legs apart, 
occasioning some discomfort in our hips 
and lower back, It would take a few days 
of riding for our bones and muscles to 
adapt and this would soon seem natural, 

Wife informed us that the 100 miles 
had left her more ‘‘saddle sore’’ than 
the 350 mile trek to Las Vegas. Further 
questioning disclosed that she had to sit 
partly on the chrome hand rail at the 
rear of the saddle because the seat 
wasn’t long enough to accommodate both 
of us, Airlines and theatres have found 
that the American fanny has expanded 
over the years and are building their 
seats proportionately larger. Maybe 
Harley-Davidson should take a page from 
their books and add about four inches to 
their saddle, After all it is the only cycle 
big enough and strong enough to carry us 
heavyweight motorcyclists without down- 
shifting, Again, there is probably an 

-accessory available... 
After Gabe and Martha had departed to 


take an afternoon ride to the mountains in’ 


search of some sunshine, I took the 
Harley to the corner gas station and 
topped off the tank(s) in order to check 
the mileage, I was impressed tofind that 
the machine had delivered 34,7 miles 
per gallon although heavily laden through 
hilly country at speeds in excess of 60 
miles per hour, 

Summing up, we were favorably im- 
pressed by the Harley- Davidson.74 as a 
pavement going, touring machine and if 
H-D doesn't make a longer saddle, wę 
may just possibly have one custom built,

The perfect accessory for every camper would be this luxury-laden, well made 
Japanese product. It is the only trailbike thatfeatures electric starting, which can be 
a blessing as well_as a convenience, should you kill the engine in-a difficult spot. 
Reliability and handling are without flaw, but its off-road capabilities are somewhat 
more limited than the other trailbikes, It is more at home on the smooth trails than 
cross-country. 

Rotate by hand the large knob on the left transmission case and the gear ratio 
changes from three low gears for trailing to three higher speeds for the street, Top 
speed in trail gear was 42 indicated mph, Stop and turn the knob (no need to shut off 
the engine) and it zooms up to 58 mph. 

Low ground clearance and 17’ wheels are the chief handicaps off the road, The 
machine is smaller than average, making it ideal for pre-teenage children and short 
adults, It was the bike everyone chose for trips to town or around the smooth camp- 
site, But when it came tohard trailing it was often spoken for last. Yamaha apparent- 
ly put all their off-road knowledge into the AT and DT series bikes and designed this 
one for leSs demanding uses. It does the job it’s designed for faultlessly, and should 
continue to operate many thousands of easy miles without attention,

JAWA 90 Price $315. 


Weight: 193 lbs. (76 front, 117 rear). Single cylinder rotary valve 2- 
stroke. 5-speed gearbox. Burns gas/oil mixture. Red finish. 


Awesome power, flawless finish and solid construction are the chief endearing 
features of the Czechoslovakian entry in the U.S. trailbike field. Easily the fastest, 
as well as the smallest of the trailbikes tested, the little mill drives the 70 mph 
speedometer clear off the dial in 4th gear, and threatens to break the needle in 5th. 
This with a overlay rear sprocket! 

Lest you think the Jawa is all top end rpm’s, we hasten to acknowledge that the 
power is strong all through the range. With some few alterations, or in a different 
frame, we have no doubt that this 90 would be the terror of the competition trailbike 
class, Unfortunately, as delivered, the Jawa is handicapped by low ground clearance 
and too-far-forward footpegs that place most of the rider’s weight right on top of the 
front wheel. Because of this forward bias, the bike of ten buries itself against dirt 
mounds that other trailbikes can leap with ease. None of us liked the unusual forks, 
perhaps blaming them unjustly for the bike’s cross-country shortcomings. We are 
sure that the forks will never break, but one might wish that they would, to justify 
replacing them with Cerianis or some other conventional design. 

Aside from the peg position and the ground clearance problem, we only found fault 
with the pipe location, It definitely must be rerouted to avoid leg burns. 

The bike we tested had no battery, although there was provision for one in the left 
frame panel, It started and ran impeccably once we learned to flood it mercilessly 
while starting. The air cleaner seems very effective and the tool tray under the 
hinged seat is handy for carrying fishing gear, extra cartridges, etc. We’d love to 
own the Jawa 90, but we’d have to make a few changes on it to be really satisfied, 


SACHS 125 ENDURO . Price $588. 


Weight: 229. lbs. (113 front, 116 rear). Single cylinder, piston ported 
2-stroke, 5-speed gearbox. Burns oil/gas mixture. Maroon finish. 


The German- made Sachs motorcycle would be an ideal machine for a beginner or 
a very proficient rider, For the Sachs is a very good handling machine which for- 
gives mistakes better than most, yetitcan be pushed to intensive speeds over terrain 
that would destroy many other machines, It is easy to start, runs quietly with the 
stock muffler, yet powers over anything it can get a bite on with its 18’’ Continental 
rear knobby. The front hoop wears a21’’ knobby tire and helps account for the Sachs’ 
ability to leap tall boulders with a single bound. Plenty of ground clearance, a good 
air filter and nearly unbreakable bit parts place it at home off the road. 

The Sachs 125 is also very well behaved road machine, although pavement use is 
guaranteed to wear out the tires rapidly, It comes with good lights and even carries 
a passenger quite adequately on the cowtrails, 

At one point in the try-out we were leading the pack flat out in third gear over 
some sand hills when an unseen road culvert suddenly appeared in the trail. Thinking 
all was lost, we shut off in midair and prepared to crash, wondering what Evel 
Knievel would do in a situation like this. Fortunately, we were riding the Sachs, be- 
cause it cleared the 10-foot wide, 5-foot deep canyon. The shocks absorbed the blow 
with travel to spare and we landed under control, 

On the minus side, upward gearchanges were not always positive unless the shift 
lever were held in place until the clutch was released. The starter crank hangs out 
too far on the left and the muffler on the right, forcing the rider into a bowlegged 
posture, especially when standing on the pegs over rough terrain, On our test machine 
the front wheel was out of true, which caused a slight oscillation of the handlebars at 
all speeds,

Spain makes motorcycles better suited to U.S. riding than any other country 
(except America, see H-D Baja 100 report in this issue), Spain’s leader, always, is 
Sr. Bulto, who parted company with the Montesa factory early this decade to make 
motorcycles the way he knew best. 

Latest brainchild of Sr, Bulto (with midwifery performed by American Bultaco 
distributors) is the 125cc Sherpa S, Impressive, to say the least, it is just a step out 
of the trailbike category into the realm of the lightweights, It shares its frame, 
lower end and cycle parts with the famous Sherpa 175 and 200, Only the barrel and 
Piston have been changed to protect the innocent, As a 125 it is plenty strong, with a 
claimed 21,1 horsepower, For all its urge, the Sherpa S is remarkably tractable, It 
starts first kick every time, runs clean at any rpm and never calls for more than 
routine maintenance. We’ve had ours for three months now, a dozen races and gallons 
of trailing later, the only expense we incurred is a bashed front fender, And that 
was certainly not Sr. Bulto’s fault! 

Stock handling is superb in TT’s and flattrack, but we have added a 21” front 
wheel for motocross,

It starts easily and will putt along at 
learner speeds without fouling plugs, It 
handles well and instills confidence in 
the rider, The brakes are perfect; not 
too touchy in the dirt and strong on the 
street, 

Some of the extra touches that abound 
on the McCormack International distri- 
buted bike would do credit to a much 
more expensive machine, It has a fine 
tool kit, an air pump, a sediment col- 


proofed io start easily after it has been 
washed, and overall quality seems high. 

It sports a twin sprocket and the tool 
kit contained an extra length of chain and 
several master links to make the change 
to trail gearing easy, Chain adjustment 
is a snap, a two minute job at most,

Setting Up a Yamaha DTI-B for Desert Competition

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I contacted Bill Butler of Granada 
Hills (Calif.) Cycle and arranged to buy 
my new bike and have him set it up. We 
didn’t use the full Gyt Kit, as I feel it's 
too pipey. First we pulled all the lights, 
speedometer, and oil tank off, and then 
removed the stock cylinder block, Bill 
nine-ported it, matched up the intake and 
exhaust ports, and then put on a 30mm 
carburetor with a 230 main jet in place 
of the 24mm carburetor (do remember 
to put in a bigger main jet when you re- 
move the oil tank and mix oil with gas), 
The Gyt Kit head was then put on, with 
the 8.1 compression which is very safe, 
and the stock air cleaner was left on. 
Bill made a new expansion chamber with 
twin stingers, which is very functional 


and gives a good, wide power range. A. 
compression release was added in the 
extra plug hole, and a thirteen-tooth 
counter-sprocket was put on in place of 
the stock fifteen-tooth, 

There are a couple of reasons why I 
decided against the full Gyt Kit: It will 
come on at about 4500 RPMs and shoot up 
to about 10,000 right now, and you have 
to be a top rider like Mike Patrick to be 
able to use that kind of power range. 
Patrick does run the full kit, and has 
changed the expansion chamber by taking 
off the 3/4-inch stinger and welding ona 
1-1/8 inch I.D. stinger about nine inches 
long, giving him a little better tor que. 
This set-up takes a little getting used to. 
Another thing to be considered is that the 
Kit cylinder is chrome-lined, and when 
you stick them up, that is the end of it; 
they can’t be rebored, whereas a modi- 
fied stock barrel can be. 

My bike was ready in about five hours, 
so Saturday I took it out and ran three 
tanks of gas through it at 16-to-1, then 
packed it up to go out to the Spoke- 
Benders European Scrambles, It was a 
Le Mans start, and the bike began onthe 
first kick, A quick shift down, and three 
speed shifts up to fourth gear, and I was 
on my way. The bike had plenty of pres- 
sure and everything was going great until 
I hit the big ditch two miles out; after I 
got up, it came to me that the stock sus- 
pension was great if you didn’t hit the big 
ditches too fast, so back to the garage 
I went and pulled out the stock front 
springs with the two-and-a-half-inch 
tube spacer, In their place I installed a 
set of non-progressive Ceriani 33-pound 
springs and a one-inch booster spring, 
and then seven ounces of 30-weight de- 
tergent oil. Ceriani shocks were added 
on the rear, with seventy-pound springs 
(Girlings will also do the job). 

After four races, the bike was taken 
back to Bill Butler for a check-out, and 
we found that the timing was off only one- 
thousandth, and the shifting adjustment 
was off one-sixteenth of an inch, After 
we tightened the bolts on the rear sproc- 
ket, the bike was again race-ready. 

To sum it up, the DT1-B is a good 
play or street bike, and canbe converted 
to a racing machine in about five hours 
by someone who has the know-how. The 
handling is light to the touch, and it will 
work with you, not fight you. I found that 
I could go into the hole faster because of 
the handling qualities, and come out 
faster due to a good power range, In 
addition, the price for the race-ready 
machine was no more than any other 
race-ready bike, and less than a couple 
of them, 


ROAD TESTS, Honda 350 Yamaha 350 5-Porti 


YAMAHA 5 SPEED, 5 PORT 350cc 
By Bill Harmer 


Chuck Winters, owner of Lucky Yama- 
ha in Lemon Grove, Calif, pointed to a 
gleaming chrome and candy apple green 
machine to which he had affixed dealer’s 
plates, and told me to takeitoutand give 
it the works, ‘‘Out of the crate’’ new, 
the odometer showed 11.4 miles which 
prompted me to ask about a break-in 
period, I was assured that I could take it 
to any speed I wished for as long as I 
wanted to without worrying. 

The Yamaha R-3 Grand Prix, as it is 
designated, is the 1969 street version of 
the most talked-about motorcycle at the 
1968 and 1969 Daytona Races, In a race 
open to engines up to 750cc, the little 
350cc Yamahas turned in some of the 
quickest times to be posted, In fact, only 
one Harley-Davidson was able to qualify 
faster than the Yamaha. The speed 
potential of the machine is well esta- 
blished and although it is gratifying to 
know that your machine can really go 
when necessary, it is foolhardy to push 
one in excess of the posted speed limits 
on our public highways. 

As a middle-aged road rider, my 
interest was to find out how well Yamaha 
had adapted a bike, capable of the 140 
mph blasts at Daytona, into a suitable 
hill and dale road machine, 

Although the engine had been sitting 
idle for three days, it started on thefirst 
thrust of the well-placed right side kick 
starter with only a slight touch of the 
choke lever, The wide apart, scrambler 
type handlebars were comfortable to hold 
and the saddle, although firmer than Iam 
accustomed to, was a full 26 inches long 
and did not tire me over my 100 mile 
test ride. The shift lever and brake pedal 
were well positioned and as I drove 
through the town of Lemon Grove I 
tested all the controls, The brakes were 
exceptional and just a touch of the toe 
was all that was needed to change gears 
up or down. I noted that the 340 pound 
weight seemed well balanced, giving the 
bike good stability, 

Pulling onto the Freeway 94, I twisted 
the throttle in 3rdgear and was rewarded 
by a jet-like burst that spun the tach to 
7000. I found myself going 70 mph in 4th 
gear before I realized it.I tried 5thgear, 
but as I was on a slight grade, the bike 
slowed noticeably, so I dropped it back 
into fourth and with the exception of a few 
level or down hill straights, keptit there 
most of the time, 

As I sped eastward on Highway 8 to- 
ward the mountains, I marveled at the 
instant response of the machine, An 
effortless change of gears provided in- 
stant passing speeds, 

Without a fairing, the wide position of 


the handlebars caused great wind re- 
sistance at continued freeway speeds, 
putting a lot of extra work on my arms 
and I changed my mind about having 
scrambler bars on my next bike, 

I stopped at the Pine Valley Resortfor 
a hamburger and soft drink before going 
up the Laguna Grade, As my luck would 
have it, the road was under controlled 
conditions, They were repairing the 
winter snow damage, 

I did not know how the two stroke ma- 
chine would react to the slow speed that 
would be necessary behind the ‘‘Pilot 
car” as I followed it up the grade. I did 
not need to worry, however, as the motor 
ran smoothly in the lower gears, There 
was a little evidence of “loading up”, 
however, as the engine missed a few 
beats when I opened the throttle at the 
end of the control road. It cleared itself 
quickly, 

Traveling over the curving mountain 
roads, I enjoyed throwing the motorcycle 
from side to side around the turns and 
became pretty efficient in ‘‘mixing’’ the 
gears in approved two-stroke riding 
technique, 

Coming back onto Interstate 8 at 
Descanso, the westward ride was a 
breeze and it was only minutes before I 
found myself at the Highway 94 Junction, 
A few minutes later, I pulled off the 
Freeway toward Lemon Grove and 
stopped at a gas station to top off the 
tank, The odometer now read 124,3 miles 
or a trip of 112,9 miles in which the bike 
used 3,1 gallons of high test fuel, de- 


livering a very respectable 36 miles. 


per gallon, 

The 2-stroke oil is metered by Yama- 
ha’s autolube system and the oil used on 
the trip was negligible. I checked it but 
had no accurate means of determining 
the amount used. 

The motorcycle will easily mount 
fairing and saddle bags to put it in tour- 
ing trim, Although, I rode the test solo, 
my 240 pounds and camera equipment 
included enough weight to make the test 
applicable under normal two-up riding 
conditions. In my opinion the Yamaha 
R-3 is well suited for road touring, With 
the well placed passenger foot pegs and 
the extra long saddle, a couple should be 
very comfortable and should have no 
trouble keeping up with the bunch while 
group riding. In fact, if they desired, 
they could probably go off and leave the 
rest of the group, The bike hasa big look, 
being over 80 inches long with a wheel- 
base of 53 inches, A couple who would 
like to get into the road riding motor- 
cycle sport can go in first class style on 
this machine for less than $800.00, a 
price that won't even buy a five-year-old 
bike with big cubic inch displacement. 
Thanks, Mr, Winters, for letting me 
road test the Yamaha R-3,

Road riders 
would hang a windshield or fairing on the 
bike so I sat erect to create as much 
wind resistance as possible, I quit before 
the bike did, At 85 mph it wasstill gain- 
ing, but I got a sudden case of ‘‘chicken’’, 

Speeding over, I sat back and enjoyed 
the ride into San Diego’s back country, 
The saddle was a little firm but not un- 
comfortable, The Honda has good stabil- 
ity but I turned the damper knob just to 
give more feeling of security, The 
handlebars and controls felt natural, 
Only thing that irritated me was the po- 
sition of the kick starter, which kept 
interfering with my right foot, bumping 
my heel and ankle, After a few painful 
knocks, I learned where to place my foot 
to avoid it. Brakes, can only be described 
as excellent. Most of the time the foot 
brake is all you need, but when youbring 
both back and front brakes into simul- 
taneous use, you can’t believe how quick- 
ly that bike will stop! 

Riding over the dirt road to the camp- 
site, I was impressed with how sure 
footed the motorcycle felt going through 
the sand and spots of gravel, Seeing what 
appeared to be a trail through the brush 
on the hill behind the camp grounds, the 
temptation grew large to test the Honda 
out there in the rough. Although the tires 
were strictly for pavement (front was a 
ribbed speed tire, and the rear a Japan- 
ese K-70) nevertheless I had to give the 
bike a little trail spin, It was sensational! 





HONDA 350 SUPER SPORT ROAD TEST 


As Tom Walters, vice president and 
general manager of Valley Motorcycle 
Sales, rolled the shining new 350 Honda 
out onto the sidewalk in front of his El 
Cajon, California Honda, BMW and Tri- 
umph Agency my principal reaction was 
how small it looked, anticipating that my 
240 pounds would more than give the little 
machine a workout, The odometer regis- 
tered only 157 miles which caused me to 
ask if I should take it easy on the new 
bike, I was assured that I could goahead 
and ‘‘wring it out’, The engine is pre- 
cision engineered to such tolerances that 
it needs no special breaking-in, 

There are many new riders who have 
purchased a first bike that is entirely 
unsuited for any kind of journey beyond 
a quick trip to the store, Some of these 
people would like to step up to a touring 
type bike, but are stopped by a big price 
tag. This little Japanese beauty, if able 
to do the job, could get a couple out on 
the highway for less than $800.00 which 
won’t buy even a good used bike in the 
big cube class, 

Pressing the starter button, the little 
overhead cam four stroke engine an- 
swered with a throaty purr. The clutch 
was positive and smooth and there was no 
necessity to over-rev the engine or slip 
the clutch to get the 639 pounds (com- 
bined weight of the bike and me) under 
way. We never shifted higher than fourth 
gear through town and marveled at the 
agility of the machine, Pulling onto the 
freeway, we dropped it down to thirdand 
were at freeway speed in an instant. 

In fifth gear the speed that the bike 


Sure footed and easy to handle, it wasfun 
and it convinced me that besides being a 
very satisfactory highway traveler, it can 
also double asa respectable off-the-road 
machine, 

After aside trip off Interstate 5 through 
the peaceful little mountain community of 
Descanso, we made it back home in a 
surprisingly short time, It took 1,6 gal- 
lons to travel 82,5 miles, That figures 
out to about 51,5 miles per gallon, 

Looking at the bike as a tour rider, I'd 
say that a prospective buyer would easily 
be able to stay along with the bunch on a 
trip. There is plenty of space above the 
exhausts to hang saddle bags and a light 
sport type windshield should be easily 
installed, You could spend the same 
money on a bigger used machine and not 
get as much, 

The saddle is 23-1/2 inches long 
which compares favorably with most 
bigger bikes and although packed a little 
more solidly than some, seemed com- 
fortable and non-fatiguing.

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ENGLAND STORMS AGAIN Riding The 380 And 250cc Greeves Griffons

When you buy a Griffon, what should 
you expect? You’ve bought a true scram- 
bler, that’s for sure, It’s proving itself 
in Europe right now and is competing 
favorably on American circuits with 
everything else. Greeves distributor 
Nick Nicholson had much to do with the 
design of the Griffon to make sure it 
would be right for American conditions, 
We feel it might handle better on some 
types of track than some rival motocross 


who didn’t get out of second gear but who 
felt safe as houses on it. 

We had a carefully measured 1/8th 
mile straightaway laid out and did test 
runs on the 250 the same way that racers 
have done for years — rider at one end 
signalling when ready, flagger at the 
other punching a stop watch and dropping 
the flag simultaneously. You don’t get 
perfect results, but it averages out. 

With a 205 lb. rider up the 250 did its 
best in 11.3 running against apretty stiff 
breeze from the ocean, We have no top 





machines, although a 19 front wheel 
may be the answer for fast TT scram- 
bles. 

Both machines are identical indimen- 
sions as to frame and seat etc., but the 
250 is 11 pounds lighter than its big 
brother. They are sweet handling bikes 
and in spite of the fact the traditional 
cast “H” beam front frame down tube is 
missing (now the whole frame is tubular) 
they still retain the good ‘‘Greeves feel.’’ 

First, the 250: It’s a beauty and in 
many ways for the average rider, per- 
haps a more desirable machine than the 
380, It’s not so drastic but a pussy cat 
it is not, It was as happy being wrung 
out at full throttle by an experienced 
racer as being put-putted around by one

speed, not having that type of equipment, 
but the machines were both peaked out 
by the end of the measured 1/8 mile 
stretch, just where the power band for 
this type of bike should end. In motocross 
bikes it’s not so much top speed attained 
but where the all-usable power band lies, 
and these machines have it where it’s 
wanted, 

The 380 kick-starts like a highly-tuned 
Goldstar, if you get the picture! Com- 
pared to a 360 Greeves it will really 
give you a wallop! The compression is 
listed as 10.7 but feels like 13.1. We 
found the best way was to kick it over 
with the throttle turned fully on, and 
firing was instantaneous, 

The power on the 380 however, as we

on or off and will give you a surprise 
when you. do give it a twist. Pow! There 
is so MUCH pow that an inexperienced 
rider might find it a bit more than he can 
handle, but for the rider who wants it 
there right NOW, it’s there! This one 
turned in 9.8 in the eighth with a tail- 
wind and a 10,2 against it. 

Faulting the Griffs is difficult but the 
380 gave our rider a few exciting mo- 
ments when at full speed the rear brake 
wasn’t there. The assembly is held on by 


All in all for the average rider who is 
not a competitor, the 250 Griffon is in 
our opinion the machine to buy. We feel 
most riders will be happier with it than 
with the 380 unless they can live withall 
that zonk when out cowtrailing, for a 
cowtrailer the 380 isn’t! The 250 will go 
along slower with less effort, but if you 
are a serious competitor in the 250 
class, the machine will do everything you 
want it to and probably surprise the heck 
out of the opposition, as Gary Bailey did 
when he beat the European motocross 





a spring tension clip and when the ten- 
sion fails, the rivet comes out of the hole, 
the rod drops and bingo, no brake. Own- 
ers will want to make sure it doesn’t 
come off by using a cotter key. 

But there are unexpected good things, 
As in the 360 the Griffons have a rubbing 
block under the swinging arm called a 
«chain wearing strip” to stop the chain 
from rubbing on metal, Great idea, The 
Griffon engines are 2’’ lower in the 
frame than previous models and the gas 
tank now has a built-in gas overflow to 
the front of the tank where the 360’s used 
a breather hose, But Thundersley was 
thinking for quite a while. The gas cap 
on the 360’s had the hole glassed over 
pending development of the newer more 
slender tank on the Griffons, Desert rid- 
ers will no doubt have to go to a bigger 
tank on some long runs, but the slim tank 
is a joy for stand-up riding and the long- 
er, slimmer seat makes moving around 
and working with the machine easier. 
It’s also capable of carrying two-up for 
emergencies, But once again we bet some 
of the desert brigade will go back to the 
older, fatter seat for its comfort. 

The highly polished wheel hubs are a 
real nicety and the transmission filler 
and level plug are much easier to work 
with than the older models, The carbu- 
retor also appears easier to service. 
But a word of warning, if you takea plug 
check after running the 380, wear gloves. 
It’s a bit tight under there and these two 
big upswept pipes get hot! 

Perhaps the greatest change and the 
thing that faulted Greeves so much over 
the years is the gear box. It’s com- 
pletely new, built by Greeves themselves 
and according to tests run in England, it 
stands up marvellously to all kinds of 
crunching besides weighing quite a bit 
less. 

Griffons will be priced competitive to 
other similar machines and in the parts 
department, in some instances superior. 
A piston assembly for the 250 is $22.28; 
for the 380 $25.00. Rings are $7,00 for 
the 250 and $5.62 for the 380. A big end 
assembly with bearings is only $30.60.

stars on a 250 Griffon, Dave Bickers, 
who won two championships for Greeves, 
stated he thought he was on the 380 and 
was surprised when told he was on the 
250, He said if they'd had the Griffons 
when he was really campaigning, he 
never would have changed to C-Z, Now 
there’s a recommendation for a machine! 

If you’re seriously engaged in the 500 
class and can handle it, the 380 will do 
beautifully for you. On local scrambles 
tracks and in the desert the 360’s have 
been surprising people but the 380 is a 
bit more than the 360 if you can handle 
it and need it, It’s not a machine for an 
inexperienced novice but for one who can 
ride it to its potential, and even for an 
Expert it requires some skill, Know the 
old racing term ‘‘instant strawberry?’’ 
This is it. 

It makes us a bit and to see the pass- 
ing of that famous Greeves front frame 
member and all for a measly weight 
saving of three pounds, But time marches 
on, The Griffons are here to stay and 
make a name for themselves.

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CHOPPER TEST | 












By the Cycle News Staff 


All of the road tests that you read in 
motorcycle publications are of machines 
you can buy, This is understandable, 
since a magazine road test is a form of 
free advertising, and why advertise 
something that’s not for sale? Because 
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Long pipes hopefully obviate mufflers. Owner 
Dennis Hall says he has had no trouble with 
law officers. 

of this policy, the motorcycle most 

identified with American life style has 

been’ completely overlooked by the road 

testing press, So Cycle News decided to 

pioneer another first in motorcycle re- 

porting by road testing a chopper to find 

out for our readers just what is is that 

makes these classic heavyweights so 

appealing to their owners, 

The machine we selected as being re- 
presentative of the chopper breed is a 
1951 Harley-Davidson 74 owned and built 
by Dennis Hall, a 27-year-old white 
collar worker employed at the General 
Motors plant in Los Angeles, 

Hall traded a car for the bike several 
years ago. It was a ‘‘dresser’’ then, but 
he turned it into a chopper because ‘‘it 
is lighter and easier to handle,’’ 1941 
H-D springer forks replaced the stand- 
ard Glide telescopics, Unused lugs were 
ground off and the frame was filled, A 
Sportster tank, custom fender and seat 
and chicken bar was made and the ma- 
chine repainted metalflake apricot, Hall 
reckons he has about $1,000 invested in 
his chopper, including $300 worth of 
chrome plating, $75 worth of paint and 
$60 for the upswept exhaust system, He 
did all the work himself, 

After a few words of instruction from 
Hall, your publisher took the chopper for 
a spin around town (the native habitat of 
the chopper tribe) and came away with a 
number of preconceptions destroyed and 
a whole slew of new impressions, 

Starting drill is simple when the ma-

chine is warm. Just turn the key to the 
left (the key is directly in front of the 
seat, along with the horn button) and 
jump on the starter, opening the throttle 
at the same time. The big twin erupts 
with muted thunder. Hall had modified 
the rocking foot clutch to a ‘‘suicide’’ 
clutch arrangement, meaning you hold 
the clutch depressed with the left foot 
while balancing the bike on the right foot, 
Reach behind and under your left rump 
and push the abreviated ‘‘jockey’’ shift 
into first gear, then open the throttle 
slightly and gently release the clutch, 
Shifting into higher gears requires re- 
moving the left hand from the bars and 
carefully feeling for the position of the 
next gear, while holding the clutch de- 
pressed with the foot again, Second, 3rd 
and 4th gears are in a line forward, You 
can shift directly into any gear or oneof 
the two neutrals without the indexing 
motions required by the familiar pro- 
gressive foot shifts, 

Learning to coordinate the shifting 
motions is like learning to ride a motor- 
cycle all over again, It was fun, anda 
challenge. After a few times around the 
block and through the gears, it became 
second nature and we were ready to 
venture out in the traffic jungle, We 
learned to nick the shift into neutral be- 
fore coming to a stop, and toalways stop 
with the machine leaning to the right, If 
it ever falls left and you have to take 
that foot off the clutch, youare in trouble, 

Hall’s chopper has a front brake oper- 
ated with the left hand and we never did 
figure out how you’d hold the machine on 
a hill and put it in gear, Guess you’d 
just have to make sure you stopped in 
first gear and hold the clutch in. The 
rear brake is some distance from the 
elevated foot peg, so emergency stops 
are out of the question. A chopper rider 
has to plan his moves wellahead of time, 

Accelleration through the gears was 
powerful and satisfying and vibration 
was tolerable, The roar of the twin pipes 
in your right ear is a delight. 

The biggest plus factor of the chopper 
is it’s comfortable! Even with rigid rear 
suspension and a pancake thin seat, the 
riding position is such that we experi-

enced zero discomfort, except for the 
beginning of pains in the lower back. 
However, with a soft passenger to lean 
back on we wouldn’t hesitate to take a 
long trip on the Hog, It’s very much like 
sitting in a reclining chair. 

Handling left very little to be desired 
at moderate speeds on smooth surface 
roads, The chopper can be banked around 
sharp curves much more stably thana 


stock 74, only on sharp left handers the 
metalwork grinds, It can be ridden hands 
off with no perceptible deviation, and the 
slightest body lean guides the machine 
in the desired direction, 

Dennis Hall plans to ride his creation 
to Washington state on a two-week vaca- 
tion coming up. He rides it to work daily 
and has experienced no trouble with the 
law. “I find if you dress clean and look 
normal, the police don’t bother you on a 
chopper,’’ he says. He was stopped by the 
law only once, for running a red light, 
But, as he says, ‘‘I deserved it,’’ 

We didn’t have the chopper in our 


possession long enough to check out what 


we have been told is the main attraction 
of chopper ownership — their appeal to 
the softer sex, Questioned about this 
aspect, Dennis replied modestly, ‘‘I don’t 
have much trouble picking up girls,’

per class,

RIDERS GETTING TO KNOW

CHICO, CAL., Aug, 2, 1969 — Riders at 
Cycleland are getting faster and faster 
each week. Mike Corcoran won the 
250ce Scratch Main by blasting off at the 
starting line and stretching his lead 
with each lap to the extent that he won 
by a straightaway. Mike rides a Yamaha, 

Randy Scott passed six riders during 
the course of the handicap final, and rode 
to a very popular win, Randy rides very 
hard, appears to almost lose control at 
times as he rides in a bumpy, loose 
manner, but he is fast! 

Dick Turner, riding a Honda almost 
ran away with the 200cc Scratch Main. 
Dick is last year’s National Champion 
in Flattrack Sportsman class, has solid 
style, and rides the pole very well, He 
managed to get the lead in five laps, 
but had the misfortune to have his engine 
quit with one lap to go. Fred Weaver of 
Chico on a Yamaha then assumed the 
lead and won by quite a margin. 

The 100cc handicap final was ridden 
by John Grant of Rio Linda on his Moto 
Beta in a relaxed manner, One might 
have presumed he was on a leisurely 
ride in the country, Beginning from his 
45 yard handicap he passed everyone by 
the fourth lap, and appeared to have 
easily won the event, He in fact gave out 
a big smile as he passed Dave Searing, 
Moto Beta, from Chico on the inside on 
the fourth lap, On the south corner had 
his bike kick out of gear and Mr,Searing 
managed to assume the lead again, Mr, 
Grant then again caught Mr, Searing, 
again gave him a polite smile, and again 
had his bike jump out of gear, By this 


, time the last lap had arrived and Mr, 


Grant simply found himself placing num- 
ber two in the event,

If you think I am going to say that 
Triumph is only a '*man's machine”, 
guess again. Triumphs are great bikes 
and great bikes are great for women 
riders too. But even. the ‘‘little’’ Tri- 
umph is a big machine, It has the de- 
pendability and handling of the big ma- 
chines and the problems as well. 

The Trophy 250 is the new addition at 
the smaller end of the Triumph line. 
(The big one is, of course, the new Tri- 
dent 750 triple.) The Trophy follows in 
the tiretreads of the Tiger Cub 200 but 
there is a big difference, Its character- 
istics are much closer to the Bonneville, 
Only the cc’s and the single cylinder are 
obviously less. To the eye there is no 
size difference although specs list 3’’ 
shorter wheelbase and a hundred pounds 
less weight than the ‘68 Bonneville, Sad- 
dle height is the same and the fancy hous- 
ing over the oil tank and tool kit makes 
ground reach yet longer. 

The Trophy 250 comes inastreet-dirt 
configuration with upswept pipe (of which 
we will say more later.) Like all Tri- 
umphs it has a solid, comfortable feel in 
the dirt, But it is neat in the street and 
fast on the freeway. It is not as fast as 
the bigger ones but it is fast enough and 
it has good ride-out torque. It cruisesat 
freeway speeds without tiring and al- 
though a single like the 250 cannot be 
quite as smooth as a twin or triple, it 
has little enough vibration to makea 150- 
mile freeway ride comfortable. 

It handles beautifully at slow speeds 
too, The test model will putt smoothly at 
under 5 mph and it NEVER dies-at idle. 
This goes a long way toward making up 
for the one real problem a Triumph has 
for the woman rider. No matter how many 
men say they’re easy to start, there’s an 
8.5 compression in that cylinder and 
you’re lucky if you can start itgracefully 
„most of the time, It's true there are a 
dozen good machines that are harder to 
start, but two dozen that are easier, 
Still, if you want to ride Triumph you can 
come to terms with the starter,..and 
everything else about Triumph makes it 
worth while to do so. The test model 
always starts. Sometimes on the first 
kick, sometimes on the twentieth. Before 
it could be started at all (by me) it re- 
quired the modification — the addition of 
a big Bonneville-type side stand. There 
is no center stand stock on the modeland 
the stock side-stand is prone to folding 
up unexpectedly, 

There is an answer to the starting 
problem, of course...an electric starter. 
Ann-Margret rides a Triumph twin. She 
had an electric starter added to hers, 
This is a complicated and expensive 
modification, but it is important to a 
woman, Whether it is strength or confi- 
dence that is lacking I don’t know, but 
most men can start a motorcycle easier 
than most women, And even men are 
coming to appreciate the ease of electric 
starting. When the president of the Hell’s 
Angels says of an electric starter, “It’s 
so handy!”* you know that there's nobody

left who LIKES to hassle with a kick 
starter. 

The other problem, while we’re on the 
problem subject, is the upswept pipe. 
The machine is so beautiful for the street 
and road that it would be well if there 
were a street model with under-hung 
pipe. If one is to ride with the upswept 
pipe there needs to be a full length shield 
instead of the tiny grid that covers the 
muffler, (On the test model this gridhas 
a very sharp corner that rips up the back 
of a boot and would do something awful 
to a bare leg.) The pipe which rests 
centimeters from the ankle is hot, very 
hot. This makes it almost a necessity to 
wear boots and ladies don’t always want 
to wear boots, The bike can be started 
with ordinary shoes but the unshielded 
pipe makes dress a problem, I ride a 
motorcycle to lunch, or meetings or 
shopping and its looks pretty silly to go 
to such places dressed for an enduro, 

The shift pattern, like the other Tri- 
umphs is on the right, one down, three 
up. Neutral is easy to find. The shift is 
quite clean and positive. All pegs fold up, 
Both on the right side are very close to 
the starter and must be folded out of the 
way when starting, The light is adequate 
for night riding although I would like to 
see a headlight configuration which iden- 
tifies a motorcycle and cannot be con- 
fused with a one-eyed car, There is no 
tachometer, which I miss very much, 

Since the advent of small machines, 
many more women ride than formerly. 
Consequently raany peorle think of small

machines as the only cycles fora woman 
to ride. There is definitely a place for 
this kind of riding. However if one wants 
to tour or even ride considerable local 
distances one needs a big machine. The 
only direct way to get to many places in 
the U.S. and especially in California is 
by freeway, Besides the horsepower re- 
quirements in California and some other 
states, the small machines are not al- 
ways equal to the demands of the free- 
ways. Sustained high speeds are more 
than many smaller motors can take and 
the winds that a freeway sets up area 
match for the stability of the biggest 
machines at times, In all of these things 
the Trophy 250 qualifies as a big bike, 
Its claimed brake horsepower is 22 at 
8,250 rpm, well above the California 
freeway requirement of 15, It cruises at 
65 to 70 mph indefinitely. (Pd like a fifth 
gear but it isn’t really necessary.) And 
while less stable than the Bonneville, it 
is adequate for strong winds. 

The Trophy 250 is a machine-and-a- 
half for a 250. The big ones may go 
faster and longer and feelheavier but the 
250 delivers what most women and many 
men want from a cycle and does it at a 
lot less cost, Listed at $695, it’s just 
awfully hard to beat. And once you start 
it you will never want to stop. It’s a funny 
thing about the little red Triumph, while 
you’re kicking it and cursing it you think 
all kinds of abandoning thoughts, but as 
soon as it fires there’s the whole world 
out there and you’d like to ride over 
every inch of it, Won’t it be great when 
they ice the cake with an electric starter?

Moving on to the Mammoth, the first 

of the monster bikes to reach these 
shores, we come upon a truly classic 
machine. Somehow the problems of price 
and service seem to diminish in theface 
of its impressive German engineering. 
No question but it’s a handful, yet the 
seat is cut low enough for the shortest 
adult. Since we tested the machine, Floyd 
Clymer has sold the factory to an un- 
named buyer who will soon, itis rumored, 
market the Mammoth for around $2,500. 
Presently they are price at $4,000 a 
copy here, and worth every buck. 

Although we weren’t allowed to wring 
out the monster, there is no reason no 
doubt its claims of 120 plus mph speed. 
The 1100cc NSU overhead cam 4 cylinder 
engine nestles in a low-slung, sturdy 
frame, fed by one dual Weber racing 
carb, It wears 3” diameter forks, To 
start it, you twist the ignition key (an- 
other’ key operates the lights) and the 
engine begins to purr. Twist the grip and 
zing goes the tachometer! It is the most 
responsive of all the monster bikes. 
Everything operates smooth as oiled 
butter, with that positive feel that under- 
lines durable quality. 

The Mammoth handles well at all 
speeds above a slow crawl, Although we 
didn’t get to ride it over 70 mph ona 
straight road, it gave no indication that 
problems might develop nearer the cen- 
tury mark. At 40-50 mph on winding, 
rough surface roads, the machine was 
very reassuring, and once one overcomes 
the awe inspired by the price tag, (if that 
ever happens) the Mammoth rider 
shouldn’t have a care in his mind, The 
machine can be ‘‘sized’’ to any length 
rider by adding padding to the seat, 

Power and acceleration rate the high- 
est mark. It feeels like there’s more 
horses there than you’d ever want or 
need, Assuming that the flat-out test 
would have borne this out, the Mammoth 
ranks among the great motorcycles in 
the power category.

Finishing up with the Triumph Trident, 
we rated it Great in the looks depart- 
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ment, In comparison with its fellow 
British product, the BSA, the Trident is 
the leaner, more aggressive of ttie pair, 
Itś mechanical parts hang out in the wind 
unashamed, as agood motorcycle should, 
and the aesthetic parts bend to accom- 
modate them, with no metal wasted, or 
tortured to fit, Except for its color 
(seabottom green) the Trident is a very 
attractive bike. Some of us like the fish- 
tail mufflers, others declare they’d have 
to go. 

We liked the way the power is de- 
livered so much that we rated it great 
also. Below 3,000 rpm the Triumph isn't 
very strong, but it pulls adequately, and 
the 4-speed gearbox is a blessing with 
the wide power band, The BSA Three, on 
the other hand, comes on at 4,000 rpm 
in order to deliver a slightly higher all- 
out speed, Whippet-quick and nicely 
balanced, the Triumph is as much of a 
joy in traffic as out on the road. It suf-

fered in the safety and general column 
because of its crank starter, and be- 
cause the horn is too polite for a super- 
bike. But the brakes and handling left 
very little to be desired and only a change 
to pure racing trim could have im- 
proved them, 

Altogether, each of the big new road- 
burners is a definite improvement over 
anything that has been available before 
now. They are all capable of meeting the 
normal demands of long distance cruis- 
ing and then some, The variables to 
consider in deciding which one to buy 
are chiefly price, appearance, service 
and individual preference. So you pays 
your money and you takes your choice, 
knowing you can’t go wrong,

American I.S.D.T. Riders Chosen 


“The time has come’’, the bike rider 
said, “to speak of curious things, of 
people and machines and qualifications, 
of the U.S.A., of the LS.D.T., and of 
you and me.’’ 

The day is past when motorcycle rid- 
ers with a little spare cash and a big 
desire could hop a plane for Europe and 
end up representing the United States in 
the International Six Days Trials, From 
Walt Axthelm’s lonely attempt in the 
middle 50’s until last year, just about 
any American who wanted to could send 
his entry into M.I.C.U.S, and end up with 
a green light and blessings to go abroad 
and sock it to ‘ em for ‘Old Glory’, 
Motorcycling and the popularity of the 
Six Days has caught up with us. Of the 31 
serious Americans who qualify, only 20 
will be accepted by the sponsoring club 
in West Germany, The classic trials 
runs next month. 

So the people who have to make the 
decisions were faced with a gigantic 
problem which involves every motor- 
cycle enthusiast in the United States, 
because those who go will represent the 
U.S., not a make or a brand of motor- 
cycle, or even some private motorcycle 
club. They will carry the American flag 
in the opening ceremony and their every 
action will be notice and critized by 
their European counterpart, For this is 
Europe’s Olympics for motorcycles and 
many of these racers devote their entire 
lives just to be a part of it. 

How do you tell eleven guys they can’t 
go? How do you pick 20 men to repre- 
sent the U.S. when the problem hits you 
between the eyes all at once with just 15 
days until the entries close? We can talk 
about next year. We can talk about making 
elimination contests and qualification 
contests, and all sorts of trials tobe run 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, but that 
doesn’t help now, 

Thirty-one entry forms with just 
names on them, no past performances 
of how well they did in their native area, 
or how many championships they have 
won, or even what kind of motorcycle 
they will have for this toughest of all 
endurance contests. Just 31 names, This 
is how those 20 were chosen and though 
the Earth will swallow up those respon- 
sible for giving that fatal nod and their 
air filters may forever leak dirt, some-

one had to do it. 

This ‘‘someone’’, wanting to spread 
the blame, formed a committee, He was 
careful in choosing riders who hada great 
interest and knowledge of the Interna- 
tional and were also skilled in hand to 
hand combat, Their major criterion for 
selection was the past performances of 
these entrants in previous I.S.D,Ts, Not 
all the openings were filled, so a few 
new names from the East and afewfrom 
the West rounded off the twenty. 

Some of these newcomers to the Six 
Days have done very well in the Berk- 
shire Two Day (the only thing in the U.S, 
that is even close to the real thing). 
Some others, besides being excellent rid- 
ers, have promise of first-class factory 
machines to ride, and this is very-very 
important. So it was done, we have the 
strongest ever Silver Vase “A” and 
«B teams and the manufacturers team 
and ACA club team look good too, Never 
before have we had Silver Vase teams 
made up entirely of past medal winners 
and all on first rate machinery too. 
This year the riders were graded by 
their past performances in the I.S,D.T. 
Medals won, what medals won, and how 
many times each contestant rode, Even 
that terrible Six Day in ‘65 was included, 
where all private entries were elimi- 
nated by the evening of the third day. 
(only 8 Gold medals were won that time), 

Next year there has got to be some 
qualifying events, and a whole lot of 
communication between North, South, 
East, and West, M.I,C.U.S. wants the 
best Americans to represent the U.S., 
they just need a way of determining who’s 
best.

AUSTIN, TEX, Aug. 3, 1969 — Anticipa- 
tion was running high prior to the second 
annual Austin Aqua Festival Road Races, 
held this year on August third on the 
street course near the center of the 
Texas Capitol City. At Green Valley on 
the previous weekend, Rusty Bradley’s 
three-cylinder Triumph had been suc- 
cessfully challenged by a Honda 750cc 
four, ridden by Joe Delgado of San 
Antonio, and it appeared that the issue, 
apparently still very much in doubt, 
would be finally settled in Austin.

The previous 
June, Gary had been dared by his buddies 
into running his cherry Triumph Trident 
in the Manor Downs Half Mile, and, 
since then, he has changed remarkably, 
and so has his Triumph, Out of street 
trim and into racing form, the pair of 
them are a formidable team, to be 
reckoned with in the future, 

Meanwhile, Bradley was fighting traf- 
fic after being bunted out of bounds by 
Delgado at the hairpin on the first lap, 
and Larry Beall came close behind the 
Honda four to take first in the 500cc 
Class on his Kawasaki three. Bradley 
had some well chosen words for Delgado 
afterwards in the pits but this first race 
was only for grid positions, and the real 
thing was yet to come, 

First to the hairpin in the Open Final 
was Lassiter’s Triumph, but Bradley 
was leading as they came back onto the 
Riverside Drive straight, and he was 
never bothered afterwards, 

Apparently Lassiter’s Triumph struck 
oil, and he unloaded mightily at the 
Bouldin Ave, Chicane, Then the Kawa- 
saki found the same oil, and it somer- 
saulted into a parking lot after high- 
siding Beall.

NAMUR, BELGIUM, August 5, 1969 — 
The race for the 56Qcc World Champion- 
ship is coming down to the wire now. The 
last few races are certain tobefierceas 
the point difference separating the top 
three riders is very slight, This thought 
was in everyones .nind at this year's 
Belgian Grand Prix held at Namur, 

In the first race start, 32 of the 
world’s best roared into the first turn. 
Adolph Weil -captured the lead, followed 
by Teeuwissen, DeCoster, Friedrichs, 
and Aberg, Ake Jonsson crashed heavily 
at the start, and was out of the running. 

All stops were pulled out as the riders 
fought for those precious points, DeCos- 
ter took over the lead on the Gth lap, and 
was never headed again, John Banks was 
doing some passing, and a battle royal 
took place between him and Friedrichs, 
At the finish it was DeCoster with an 8 
second lead, then came Banks, Weil, 
Teeuwissen, Friedrichs, and Keith Hick- 
man, 
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Maybe the haybales and the pylons kept the 
speed down but the signs apply only to more 
mundane traffic. 


The second of the two 40 minute plus 
two lap legs, was perhaps the best race 
I have ever seen, At the startitwas Weil

Meanwhile, back in the pack, DeCoster 
had dislodged himself from the bush, and 
was making a fantastic drive towards the 
front, None could stand before him, He 
came from dead last to fourth before the 
end of the race, just behind Aberg and 
Weil, He passed poth of them on one lap, 
but big John Banks, up front, knew of the 
threat and was really pouring it on to re- 
tain his advantage, At the finish it was 
Banks, DeCoster, Weil, Abery, and Teau- 
wissen, DeCoster won over-all on time, 
beating Banks by a mere 4 seconds, It 
was a very popular win for the Belgian 
ace, and the crowds wentinsane with joy.

Sam White, No, Highlands, was victorious 
in the 250 Novice class ahead of current 
point leader Wayne Davis of Santa Rosa, 
Bob Runde and Dennis Thompson were 
the other trophy winners in this class, 

Milan Vickers, Sacramento, scored his 
first main event win of the season in the 
200 Amateur-Expert division, Second 
place rider was R, Pierre Bares of 
Reno, Jim Miller and Fred McFarland 
rounded out the top four. Another Fair- 
field rider, Rusty Simpson, was the win- 
ner of the first place trophy in the 200 
Novice clash, Simpson was followed by 
Bob Wyman, Redwood City, Manuel Fer- 
nandez, Rio Vista, and Henry Burton, 
Stockton. 

Mike Rooney of Sacramento was the 
early leader in the 125 Amateur class 
but Ron Blackman, and Charles McGim- 
sey worked their way by to take firstand 
second followed by Jerry Willis of Loo- 
mis, Rooney ended up fourth followed by 
Bill Krantz, Other main winners included 
Greg Johnson, Fair Oaks, 125 Noviceand

WILLOW SPRINGS, CALIF. Aug. 10, 
1969 — Eighty-nine riders appeared Sun- 
day at the American Cycle Association's 
National Points Road Races, held at 
Willow Springs Raceway. Despite the 
heat they were ready and anxious to 
compete and the spectators were not 
disappointed, 

At about 1:30 p.m, announcer Ron 
Littlefield gave the word to starter 
Steve Vars who dropped the green flag and 
the first main, for lightweight production 
machines, were underway, Jim Strike 
riding an Ossa led until lap six when he 
went off the track on turn three, Pat 
Evans on a 2bridgestone moved into first 
place and stayed there to finish first, 

Pat made it two in a row winning the 
50-100cc G.P. also, He was first off the 
grid and pulled a strong lead all the way 
to the checkered. Norm Fraijo on a 
Honda rode a smooth, steady race to 
second and Chris Anderson riding an Ital 
took third, Anderson incidentally turned 
one lap in 2:19.5 which is really flying 
on a 50cc bike, 

In the 250cc G.P, Don Emde, winner 
of last week's AMA Indy 250 novices 
event, got away first as the flag fell and 
led the pack into turn one, Pat Hynan 
(Yam), running in second position on 
lap two, took a spill moments later in 
turn two, Showing a lot of determination, 
he came around in third place on the 
follwoing lap behind Barry Provisor, 
also Yamaha mounted, On lap five a big 
chunk of Provisor’s fairing blew away 
into the infield but didn’t deter him from 
holding onto second. They finished Emde, 
Provisor, and Hynan, 

The heavyweight production contest 
saw Don Emde, riding a 350 Yamaha, 
first away in the Le Mans type start, He 
was quickly followed by Roland Pagan 
and his Bill Robertson 3 cylinder Tri- 
umph and it was Roland first into turn 
one, Without his foe George Kerker to 
challenge him it was Pagan’s race all 
the way to the finish, Ken Russel took a 
well deserved second and Emde finished 
third,

MOND CALIF, 
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Ducati rider Ralph LeClercq (Duc,) 
looked like a sure winner in the 125- 
200cc G.P. but in the early laps went off 
in turn two and retired from the race. 
Doug Clifford and Reg Pridmore had a 
hard, fast dice going for first until the 
fourth lap, Pridmore and Clifford came 
into the pits, one bhind the other, both 
retiring. Clifford's machine had seized 
and Pridmore’s bid was ended by an un- 
specified mechanical failure, Chief Gal- 
braith took over the lead on the fourth 
lap and it was his race with Jim Evans 
second and Dick Pearce third. During 
this race a light breeze turned into a 
healthy wind and a lot of dust was blow- 
ing in the air, The wind made the heat 
more bearable so all in all it was a 
fair trade, 

The last race of the day was the 350- 
Open G.P. and it proved a proper climax 
to the day’s competition, It was really 
two races in one with Don Emde on his 
Mel Dineson 350 Yamaha dicing for first 
with Reg Pridmore’s Kawasaki engined 
‘‘Trisaki’’, The same thing was going on 
between Roland Pagan and George Ker- 
ker for third place, The track was slip- 
pery due to the intense heat and the 
effects of a sports car race held the 
week before, Turn five was described 
as being ‘‘like glass,” Despite the slick 
conditions Emde and Pridmore constant- 
ly turned faster laps as the race pro- 
gressed, Emde turning fastest lap of 
the day, a 1:43.2, and Pridmore the sec- 
ond fastest with a 1:43,6, The track 
record for motorcycles is held by Cal 
Rayborn (H-D) at 1:39,6, On the fourth 
lap Emde and Pridmore came down the 
straight side by side and they stayed 
very close till lap nine when Emde 
stretched his lead and held it to win, 
Pridmore taking second, Roland Pagan 
seems to have overcome the mechanical 
próblems that have forced him out of 
recent races, He beat Kerker to the flag 
and won the Open G.P, class, Kerker 
finished fourth overall (second in Open 
G.P.) and Ken Russel (Kawa. 500) was 
fifth,

dlebars, controls and grips, real racing 
pipe, deep breathing ports, desert soft 
saddle.,.in short, everything he wants 
and nothing he doesn’t need, 

Designated the Baja 100, thenewtrail- 
bike fits neatly into the popular 100cc 
racing class. Secretive silence on the 
part of H-D engineers to our questions 
of whether the 125 Rapido barrel and 
piston are interchangeable with the 100 
leads us to believe that a 125 Baja model 
may be lurking in the wings. 

Ten laps around the Saddleback TT 
course on the two Bajas(with and without 
numberplate) convinced your tester to 
place his order early, for demand should 
soon outstrip supply on this hot little 
number, 

Although some low-rev power had to 
be sacrificed to the performance gods, 
and our pre-production test bikes only 
carried the 4-speed gearset, power, once 
under way, was outstanding, Digging out 
from the uphill starting line on Saddle- 
back’s motocross course found the front 
end pawing the air like a stallion as the 
rear tire found traction, or else the 
engine bogged down and had to be coaxed 
gently back up on the pipe, All it needs 
is another cog, which it will have. 

Jumps and wheelies are a breeze for 
the Baja rider, You can pull it ‘way back 
past the point where you’d bail off other 
bikes and it just stays up there until you 
make it come down, Handlebar and peg 
location were perfect for us, and we’re 
pretty hard to please, _ 

Sliding corners is ridiculously easy 
with the Baja. Its wheelbase is long 
enough to keep it from swapping ends 
suddenly, and it is sufficiently rigid that 
no danger of highsiding or sliding out 
seems to exist. 

Starting the highly tuned engine is 
never a problem either, thanks to acarb 
(Dellorto MB-24A) that lets you clear a 
flooded crankcase by merely opening the 
throttle 1/8 turn and spinning the kick 
lever a couple of times, After this drill, 
close the throttle and the engine fires 
on the next kick, 

For all its lightness and skinny ap- 
pearance (weight approximately 160 Ibs.) 
the Baja has a remarkably solid feel, 
The bars don’t try to twitch out of your 
hands riding cross-grain on rough ter- 


rain and there’s none of that mechanical 
clatter that often accompanies converted 
road bikes being ridden where they 
don’t belong. 

We think that the woods riders and 
mud-rumners in the northwest, midwest 
and Atlantic states will want to make 
some minor changes on their Bajas. For 
one thing, the front fender will have to be 
raised to keep mud buildup from stopping 
the wheel, Also a chainguard, unfashion- 
able in the dry desert, is necessary 
where there’s mud. 

Aside from that, H-D’s new Baja 100 
is that rarest of motorcycles: a real, 
pure-bred, perfect trail/racing machine 
for under $700, Try and beat that, Japan! 


GARY NIXON DOING WELL 


That figure limping around the corri- 
dors of Santa Rosa Memorial Hospital

Gary broke his right leg in two places 
in a crash during the Santa Rosa Mile 
National July 27th, Gary missed a shift 
and had the front wheel wash out in the 
middle of a turn, He crashed into a 
fence post and suffered a compound 
fracture. 

Gary is very grateful to Dr, R, Beck- 
tol, bone specialist, for patching up the 
badly broken limb, 

Super racer Gary has been taken out 
of traction and hopes to be put ina 
wheelchair soon. He also mentioned he 
might try walking around a bit when the 
hospital settles down for the night. 

He has high hopes for a quick and un- 
complicated recovery. “I might be able 
to race near the end of the season;

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cooler, for instance) look like after- 
thoughts. We’ll elaborate on our stand- 
ards of aesthetic criticism in the Tri- 
dent report, 


HONDA FOUR Weight... 480 Ibs.

Moving over to the Honda 4, we en- 
counter motorcycle design and engineer- 
ing at its very best. After great dis- 
cussion and pondering, we conclude that 
the 4 probably won’t find its market 
among the current owners of big road- 
bikes, who appear to be less impressed 
with engineering than with that indefin- 
able satisfaction that comes with the 
mastery of brute energy. Ther’ll be no 
«triumph of man over machine” for the 
Honda 4 onwer, The machine in this case 
has it all over the man, It willdo almost 
anything you want itto, nimbly, willingly, 
but it knows its limitations and stays 
within them, It is like a trustworthy 
appliance, so smooth and comfortable 
you hardly know it's there. It is un- 
questionably worth hundreds of dollars 
more than it sells for, It's a bargain. 

Of all the things we liked about the 
Honda 4, probably the disc front brake 
rates the highest praise, It far sur- 
passes any unit on the stock or acces- 
sory market today. You can feel every 
degree of its action through the finger- 
tips, like an articulated prosthetic hand 
hauling the bike to a stop, Its 5-speed 
gearset makes the most of the engine’s 
power curve, yet it can be trickled along 
as slow as 20 mph in 5th gear without 
lugging, but it accelerates smartly from 
3000 rpm in any gear, The tach is 500 
rpm fast throughout the range, 

Our only criticism of the Honda's 
handling springs from low speed maneu- 
verability. Although road-holding `; 
sacrificed somewhat for the sake of a 
comfortable ride, the Honda is perfectly 
under control at its highest top speed 
(120 mph indicated), 

Safety ranks excellent because of the 
excellent lights, including turn indi- 
cators, impressive instrumentation, the 
brakes and the handling — cornering — 
power combination, Generally the Honda 
would have scored great, but for two 
things: 1) the apparent difficulty in fitting 
saddlebags, without which its long-dis- 
tance capability could not be fully ex- 
ploited, No doubt some enterprising ac- 
cessory maker will solve this problem. 





And_2) it’s excessive oiling of the rear 
tire, which caused us one scary skid 
during a left-hand turn, It fails the 
«white shirt test”. 

The Four has to be rated Great in the 
vibration department, What other bike 
with solid- mounted handlebars can carry 
an outrigger mirror that doesn't shake 
at all? 


KAWASAKI THREE Weight.. 382 Ibs, 
P.0.E. Price...

Kawasaki’s Mach III deserves to be 
included among the monster bikes by 
virtue of its performance alone, It is 
almost in a class by itself, having the 
smallest displacement of the monsters, 
being a two-stroke and priced at less 
than a thousand dollars, It is a bargain 
with heart, Performance is right up there 
with the best of them, although it loses 
points for very low speed torque. Lack- 
a self-starter, the engine needs to be 
bugged starting out, to the annoyance of 
some neighbors, Our Mach III was an 
early one, and we have now owned it for 
five months, It has given very good ser- 
vice during that time except for blowing 
the center head gasket (a minor problem 
that has been corrected on later models) 
and once it stubbornly refused to start 
after we’d washed it (waterproofing will 
also receive more factory attention, we 
are informed), 

The lusty two-stroke accelerates with 
the others, thanks to its favorable power- 
to-weight ratio, We think it handles just 
fine, despite its short wheelbase tendency 
to lift the front tire, On the road it feels 
like a heavyweight, yet it can be flung 
around through traffic like a scrambler, 
It is probably the most sporting machine 
of the lot, and it drinks gas likea racer, 

Ve couldn’t get quite 100 miles to the 
4-gallon tankful, Oil consumption is 
approximately one quart per 100 miles, 
so one might say that what you save on 
original purchase price, you’ll spend at 
the gas station over the years, 

This machine ranks lowest in safety 
mainly because it is priced in the reach 
of inexperienced buyers. High perfor- 
mance motorcycles should be approach- 
ed gradually, in our opinion, and tostart 
out with a Mach III would be biting off a 
big chunk to chew. However, the assist- 
ant tester who now owns the Mach III is 
a new rider, and is surviving the course, 
so perhaps our fears are unfounded,
